DETAILED ACTION 

Status of Claims 

1. Claims 1 and 5-9, filed January 26 th , 2010, are currently under examination. 
Claim 1 is amended and claims 2-4 are canceled. 

Information Disclosure Statement 

2. The information disclosure statement (IDS) submitted January 26 th , 2010 is in 
compliance with the provisions of 37 CFR 1.97. Accordingly, the information disclosure 
statement has been considered by the examiner. Please refer to applicants' copy of the 
1449 form submitted herewith. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

3. Claims 1 and 5-9 are allowed. 

Reasons for Allowance 

4. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

The closest prior art of Tosaka (US 6,221,180) and Nabeshima (EP 906960) 
disclose killed steels with specific inclusion compositions however both references 
teach away from the claimed AI203 content in the inclusion being at least 78.6 mass% 
as Tosaka requires the AI203 to be less than 40 mass% (col. 4, lines 1-5) and 
Nabeshima discloses that AI203 contents above 70 mass% cause nozzle clogging 
when continuously cast (Abstract and Figure 2). 

Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later
